ofthe ‘cational government sluce the 
passage of the confiscation neb of 1860 
caliod “the Oredit Stren gthoning Act,’ 
scons to haye béen spent in trying to 
prevent the nation or its people from 
getting out of debt. It has collected in 
taxes hundreds of millions ef dollara 
and locked it up in the vaults of the 
treasury instead of paying off bonda on 
which bankera were drawing interest at 
Loth ende. Every dollar of this money 
sa taken for circolation and locked up, 
makes jt harder for thetoiler and casier 
Tor tbe usurer, A careful review of the 
financial legislation forthe past twonty- 
two years by whichthe entire indebted- 
nera nutional, state and individual, have 
been more than doubled when mensured 


by any leading prodnets of labor, saaken 
me wonder nt the patience and forbear- 
anceot the facmera aml mochanica ot 
this nation, Buch patient enbmission to

Hero it is gravely assumed that 
“Jaw” has been outraged by LUCIFER 
—thatisto say, by the “Lucier 
management.” If so, will some ona 
kindly inform us what law, or whose 
law itis that has been outraged by 
us? Isitanaturallaw, or is it a 
human law founded on natural Jaw? 

Let us see: Tho article most com- 
plained of, so far as we know, ia one 
that condemned an inhuman out- 
rage upon a married woman by her 
husband. Now, wo ask, in what 
way can we beaccused of commit- 


ting an outrage upon law by pub- 
lishing said condemnatory article? 

Is it because the law is on the 
side of the husband and against the 
wife, and against all who would 
defend ber? 

In other words, is it true that 
woman has no legal protection as 
against the enforcement of his mar- 
ital rights by her husband? And is 
it true that whoever would dare to 
maintain a woman's right to such 
protection against the abuse of her 

usband, becomes thereby a viola- 
tor, an outrager of law? 


_ It will be replied, doubtless, that 
it was not so much the matier. as it 
was the manner of the Markland 
letter, that constitutes the outrage 
upon law. ‘Phat in doscribing tho 
cruel treatment of a woman by her 
husband Mr, Markland used lan- 
guage that the Iaw calJs obscene, 
and in this way the writer and the 
publisher committed an outrage up- 
on tho law, 

To this we reply that the law no- 
whero specifies what words shall be 
reckoned as “obscene” and therefore 
eriminal, While it specifies what 
acts shall constitute the crime ot 
murder, arson, ete, it utterly fails 
to tell us what words or what class 
of words shall bo reekoncl as con- 
stituting the ‘crimo of obscenity, 

But admitting for the argument 
that there are words that in them- 
selves aro obscene and therefore 
criminal, we had and have good 
reason to believe that the words 
used by Mr. Markland could not be 
reckoned as belonging to the crim- 
inal class. Every word used by 
Mr. M. is found in all standard dic- 
tionaries and in most standard 
works on medical science. 


Again, it may be objected that 
although suitable for medical works 
and dictionfarics the worda used by 
Mr. Markland were not suitable for 
a publio journal. 

“bis objection might be valid if 
we wero considering questions of 
taste or of propriety; but tho accu- 
sation against us is not that wo have 
outraged the canons of taste or of 
propriety, but that we have out- 
raged statutelaw, and therefore the 
objection 1s not pertinent to the case 
in hand. 

NOT A PETITION, 

The Commonwealth speaks of two 
petitions having bécn sent to the 
district attorney from Valley Falls, 
ono “asking that the Luctrer man- 
agement bo not proceeded against 
further,” Thero was no “petition” 
sent to: any one by us nor for us. 
Wo do not petition nor beg for 
justice at the hands of the public 
servants. There was, however, a 
remonstrance or protest in our be- 
half, sent down to the ‘Uasriot attore 
ney, with the expectation that it 
would bo presented to tho grand ju- 
ry, should our caso bo brought to 
their notice for consideration, Wao 
knew that a few ollicious meddlers 
and éelf-appointed censors of press 
and speech were trying to secure 
our re-indictinent, and believing 
that the wishes of our felldw-towns- 
men ought to have weight in the 
matter we circulated the following 
paper: i 

“We the undersigned citizens of Yal- 
ley Falla and vicinity, (Kansans) are ac- 
quainted with the editors and publish- 
ers of Lucire and while far from m- 
doreing much that appeara in ita col- 
umus, are opposed to the present nt- 
tempt to reindict M. and Q. Harman 
aud 13, O. Walker, believing said attempt 
to be inspired by personal enmity and 
epito instead of any sincere desire for 
the nnblic good.” : 

This remonstranco was signed by 
one hundred and thirty-six citizens 
of Valiey Falls and vicinity imelud- 
ivg a majority of tho city officials 
and a majority of tha professional 
and business men. 

THE GRAND JURY, 

From the statement of the Com. 
wonwealth it would appear that the 
district attorney paid no attention to 
either petition or remonstance from 
citizens of Valloy Falls, and that 
ho “declared it as his intention to 
bring the cases to the notice and 
consideration of the present grand 
jury.” As much as to say that it is 
none of the business of the neigh- 
bors of the accused to say whether 
or not they have domo anything de- 
serving further molestation involv- 
ing loss of time, costs of lawyers, 
costs of travel, mental worry and 
damage to business, not to men- 
tion troublo and expense to bonds- 
men, Is it not legitimate to ask, 
Who are these men that compose 
the grand jury?

“Rev. Dr, Young J, Allen of Shanghai, 
Chinn,” for nearly thirty years a mis- 
sionary of the Methodist church of that 
country, is now on a visit to his native 
land, From statements in the Kansas
